The participation of Cossacks in the re- 
cont fighting draws attention so that force, 
unique in its kind, which forms the link 
hetwoen the rogular and irrogulnr regiments 
of the army of Russia. The military od. 
uention of the Cossack, a curfour - blending 
of tho Tartar and the Caucasian racog, be- 
gins while he is in his cradle, when tho first 
younds his ear catches are the words of tho 
“warlike songs with which he is rocked to 
aleop, and the Cossack children’s gamex 
ara nearly all of a warlike nature, The 
boys are placed on horseback Ko Rod as 
thoy can walf, so that it is amall wonder if 
the Cosasck’and his hor-o soan become as 
one. Ho wears no spurs, and. bis arma, 
fare ao well contrived that they make no 
noiso, and it iethoir boxst that ‘a hundred 
Corsacks muke Jose noise than a singlo re? 
ular cavalry soldier.’ 

The Cossuck regiments in formar daya 
were raised in very ‘rregular fashion. Ail 
depended on the commander, on whom 
dovo ved the sule responsibility of raising 
regiment. ‘The only regulations were thuso 
contained in a few manuscript instructions, 
nor waa there any fixed drill or words of 
command, But tho Cossack was a warrior’ 
by birth and edacation, the son and grand- 
son of wattivrs, and with his first lisp had 
| tented to apoak of war. “Fronr tight years 
of nge the Cossack boys rodo fearlously over 
the steppes on half-wild, hare-oved 
hornes ; the days wero paxsed in’ training 
themselves for-war; the long evenings 
yaasolin listening to the ta'es of raid and’ 
adventure with which tho veterans fired 
the spirit of their suns,

Chines laborers have formod « unin to 
make better terms with salmon caunes or 
contractors. It is called the Chineso Can- 
nery Employecs’ Union, sasys the Van- 
couver Province. Several hundred Mongo- 
lian Jaborcrs met in the large hall of the 
Chinese Empire Reform Associttion. 
Various speakors declared that your aftor 


year men,bad signed tu work at thecan- | 
neries at certain rates of wages. Either 
tho cunttctors took the work too cheap! 
or the peck was amaller: than orpeled, 
with the result at the end of the sean 
that tho contractor would not have enough 
money to psy his mov, He wouldtake 
what he got from the cannera, and perhaps 
leave by the next boat for China. This’ 
had happoned in many instances, and after 
asoagon shard work in the canneries tho 
men often found themselves without a 
dollar. 

The following resolution was passed: 

‘Under all contracts not containing a 
guatantos clause, the advance to employees 
thall be $200 to s skilfod workman, and 
865 to an unskilled mau. All advances 
shat! be paid in cash.’ : 

The rosolation was explained by the 
speakers a3 meaning that where the con- 
tractor had 9 guarantes from the canner 
that n cortain pack would bo put up, the 
man would zo to work without an advance, 
Where thoro was no guarantee, if the con- 
tractor did not mako money, the mon were 
afraid they would not be paid, and hence 
would insiit upon an advance at the begin- 
ning of the season. ' .

An axccutive was formed consisting: of 
ten members froni Vanenuver, ten from 
Victoria and ten from New Westminster, 
Another. mecting was held-in Now West- 
minster Inst night, and resolutions. prsed 
at the Vancquver meeting were adopted 
unaniniously.
